In  a major  reshuffling  of  Church 
leadership  on  campus,  new  presidencies 
of  four  BYU  stakes  were  sustained 
yesterday  during  stake  conferences  held 
across  campus. 

Presidencies  of  the  second,  third, 
fourth  and  sixth  stakes  were  released. 

However,  as  Elder  LeGrand  Richards, 
of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve,  told  second 
stake  members  yesterday,  “These  men 
aren’t  going  to  ‘retire’,  but  just  ‘retread’.” 

Of  the  four  stake  presidents  released, 
two  were  called  to  be  patriarchs,  one  a 
mission  president,  and  the  other  to  the 
Sunday  School  General  Board. 

President  Clyde  B.  Sandgren,  of  the 
second  stake,  was  released  with  his 
counselors  Phileon  B.  Robinson  and 
Frank  Gardner.  Sandgren,  who  is  the  legal 
counsel  for  BYU,  was  called  to  be  a 
patriarch  of  the  second  stake. 

Lael  Woodbury,  associate  dean  of  the 
College  of  Fine  Arts  and 
Communications,  was  sustained  to 
succeed  Sandgren,  with  his  counselors 
Clyde  Davis  and  H.  Veral  Clarke.  All 


three  are  former  members  of  the  Sharon 
East  Stake  high  council. 

IN  THE  third  stake,  President  f red  A. 
Schwendiman,  also  assistant 
vice-president  of  business  at  BYU,  was 
released  with  his  counselors  M.  Carl 
Gibson  and  R.  DerMont  Bell.  It  was 
disclosed  at  the  conference  that 
Schwendiman  has  been  named  to  the 
Sunday  School  General  Board. 

R.  DerMont  Bell,  of  the  Business 
Education  Dept.,  was  called  to  preside 
over  the  third  stake  with  E.  Max  Raisor 
and  Harold  T.  Smith,  both  former  third 
stake  bishops,  as  his  counselors. 

Assistant  Academic  Vice-president 
William  R.  Siddoway,  who  has  been 
called  to  head  the  Cumorah  Mission,  was 
released  as  the  fourth  stake  president.  His 
counselors  Martin  L.  Miller  and  Howard 
H.  Barron  were  also  released. 

Ronald  Hyde,  of  the  Alumni 
Association,  was  named  as  the  fourth 
stake  president,  with  J.  Beaven  Ott  and 
O.B.  Reynolds  as  counselors. 


PRESIDENT  Wayne  B.  Hales,  of  the 
sixth  stake,  and  his  counselors  Loftis  J. 
Sheffield  and  Richard  W.  Cowan  were 
also  released.  Hales,  a long-time  faculty 
member  in  the  Physics  Dept.,  was  called 
to  be  a patriarch  of  the  same  stake. 

Succeeding  the  sixth  stake  presidency  is 
Jesse  E.  Stay,  of  the  BYU  Motion  Picture 
Dept.,  as  president  and  Monte  S.  Nyman 
and  Harvey  J.  Fletcher  as  counselors. 

Elders  Mark  E.  Petersen,  LeGrand 
Richards  and  Thomas  S.  Monson  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  and  Elders  S. 
Dilworth  Young  and  Bruce  R.  McConkie 
of  the  Council  of  the  Seventy  were  on 
campus  yesterday  to  make  the  changes 
and  address  the  ten  stake  conferences. 

Elder  Petersen  told  third  stake 
members  that  “the  greatest  thing  that  He 
(Christ)  asks  us  to  accept-the  greatest  of 
all  things-is  the  glorious  truth  of  the 
ministry  of  Jesus  Christ  and  the  fact  that 
He  has  begun  a modern  ministry.  The 
members  of  the  Church  are  the  ones  on 
whom  he  depends  to  carry  forth  this 
great  work.”

Wilcox  council  runs 
on  $209,050  budget 


The  1971-72  Executive  Council  will 
step  out  of  office  tomorrow  leaving 
behind  them  a budgeted  spending  record 
of  $209,050. 

See  page  five  of  this  issue  for  a 
ebrnplete 'listing’ of  budgets  for  1971-73. 

The  Finance  Office,  under  the  direction 
of  Dick  Newcomer  topped  the  list  with 
budgeted  expenditures  of  $130,685.  The 
largest  share  of  the  Finance  Office  budget 
fell  under  the  category  of  “student 
admissions”  which  supports  among  other 
programs,  the  Cougar  Band,  and  Men’s 
and  Women’s  Intramurals.  The  office  of 
the  Ombudsman  ($1500),  the  Freshman 
Class  ($2000),  the  class  gift  ($10,000) 
and  Council  stipends  ($8900)  rounded 
out  the  1971-72  Finance  Office  figure. 

Vice-president  Bill  Fillmore  and  the 
staff  of  the  Academics  Office  operated  on 
a $22,000  budget  with  the  bulk  of 
expenses  ($16,000)  coming  under  the 
category  of  speakers.  Another  $2800 
supported  Academics  Office  publicity 
and  represented  the  largest  output  in  that 
category  of  any  of  the  offices. 

Placing  third  on  the  expenses  list  was 
the  Athletics  Office  with  a budget  to  date 
of  $20,150.  Some  $6000  of  the  total 
went  to  supDort  extramural  athletic 
teams  not  funded  by  the  Athletics 
Department.  The  Cougarettes  put  a 
$1000  dent  in  the  Athletics  figure  while 
travel  expenses  amounted  to  $8000. 
Outdoor  special  events  took  $2000  while 
uniforms  accounted  for  $1700. 

Rob  Jones,  directing  the  Office  of 
Student  Community  Relations,  operated 
with  $8055  which  included  elections, 
student  service  projects,  polling,  business 
and  community  relations  and  orientation. 

Marty  Wilson  and  the  Women’s  Office 
placed  the  bulk  of  their  $6980  budget  in 
cultural  and  social  activities.  An 
additional  $1430  fell  under  the  category 
of  public  relations. 

The  Social  Office,  with  Wait  Marlowe 
at  the  helm,  worked  with  a budget  of 
$6500,  the  greatest  part  of  whicli 
($2500)  was  budgeted  for  publicity.  The 
office  spent  no  student  funds  on 
concerts,  ^nces.  Homecoming  or  Belle  of 
the  ‘Y’. 


Support  of  the  various  special  “Weeks” 
on  campus  accounted  for'  the  largest 
single  allocation  of  the  Culture  Office 
$6005  budget.  Assemblies  were  allotted 
$1450. 

The  President’s  Office  operated  with  a 
budget  of  $5000,  $2000  of  which  was 
allotted  for  travel  expenses.  Publicity 
amounted  to  $800  as  did  the  category  of 
“hosting”. 

The  Office  of  Organizations,  under  the 
leadership  of  Steve  Killpack,  ran  on  the 
lowest  budget  of  $3675.  The  office 
sponsored  Men’s  Week,  Polynesian  Week, 
Indian  Week  and  International  Student 
activities  among  other  projects. 

According  to  Dick  Newcomer,  the 
A SB  YU  Office  received  money  from 
three  sources.  1)  $4.50  per  student  per 
semester,  2)  a percentage  of  Spouse  Card 
fees  and  3)  a percentage  of  faculty 
activity  cards.

Political  strain 

East-West  relations  aired  at  BYU 


Although  East-West  Week 
officially  begins  today,  activities 
beginning  last  Thursday  stretched 
the  event  to  an  East-West 
“week-and-a-half.” 

Professor  Allen  Whiting,  one  of 
the  top  China  experts  in  the 
country,  put  a well-worn  shoe  on 
the  other  foot  when  he  opened 
the  week  last  Thursday.  He  said 
that  with  all  the  conflicting 
policies  of  the  U.S.,  Americans 
must  seem  “inscrutable”  to  the 
Chinese. 

Conflicting  platforms  he  listed 
included  President  Johnson’s 
pledge  of  no  bombing  in  Vietnam 
with  subsequent  full-scale 
involve. nent. 

Entering  the  debate  Friday  was 
Professor  Paul  Hammond,  a noted 
LDS  social  science  researcher  who 
agreed  in  part  that  much  needs  to 
be  learned  by  the  Americans,  He 
added  that  America’s  foreign 
policy  has  been  on  a flat  plateau 
since  Truman’s  administration  and 
any  change  affected  by  this 
country  will  have  to  be  forced. 

Hammond  said  that  while 
America  may  be  standing  still, 
Japan,  at  least,  is  a country  with 
“change  written  all  over  it.”  He 
characterized  Japan  as  modified  in 
every  w a y - e c o n o mically , 
politically  and  militarily. 

East-West  Week  continues  today 
with  exhibits  and  performances 
from  Asian  countries  on  display  in 
the  Wilkinson  Center.  Featured 
will  be  a display  of  Chinese 
acupuncture,  which  has  been  put 
together  by  Professor  Gary 
Williams,  a Chinese  teacher  on 
campus. 


Tomorrow,  Professor  Donald  W. 

Treadgold  of  the  University  of 
Washington  will  lecture  at  noon  in 
the  Varsity  Theater  on  “The 
Soviet  Union’s  Stakes  and 
Strategies  in  Asia.”  This  lecture 
will  concern  domestic  and 
international  conditions 
influencing  policy  decisions. 

Treadgold,  a contributor  to 
such  diverse  journals  as  the  New 
Republic  and  National  Review. 
will  present  a follow-up  lecture  at 
3 p.m.  in  184  JKB,  The  second 
lecture,  also  concerned  with  the 
Soviet  Union,  will  emphasize  the 
country’s  policy  in  action  in  Asia. 

Rounding  out  the  week’s 
speakers  on  Wednesday  will  be 
Frank  C.  Langdon,  professor  of 
political  science  at  the  University 
of  British  Columbia.  He  will 
present  two  lectures  on  Japan’s 
foreign  policy,  at  10  a.m,  and  at 
noon  in  the  Varsity  Theater.

U.S.  House  Speaker  Carl  Albert 
questioned  the  recent  bombing 
strategy  of  North  Vietnam 
Saturday  night  in  launching  Utah 
Congressman  K.  Gunn  McKay  s 
bid  for  re-election  to  a second 
term. 

Speaking  at  a $100-a-plate 
fund-raising  dinner  at  the 
Sundance  Resort  followed  by  an 
Orem  High  School  public  meeting, 
Rep.  Albert  said  he  questioned 
the  strategy  in  the  sense  that  it 
becomes  ‘‘a  policy  of 
brinkmanship.”  Should  such 
bombing  defeat  the  invasion,  he 
said  he  supports  it.  But,  he  added, 
“I  haven’t  seen  that  much 
connection.” 


Cites  economy  as  issue 


Rep.  Albert 

interests  of  this  district  more 
effectively  than  Gunn  has.” 

McKay,  whose  1st  District 
covers  18  counties  outside  of  Salt 
Lake  County,  won  the 
congressional  seat  in  1970  after  it 
was  held  in  Republican  hands  for 
eight  years. 

Rep.  Albert  noted  that  he  was 
so  impressed  with  McKay  during 
their  first  few  meetings  that  he 
made  it  his  “personal 
responsibility  to  see  that  he  was 
given  a good  committee 
assignment,”  adding,  “This  is  one 


of  the  worst  promises  to  make.” 

Speaker  Albert  then  told  of  the 
circumstances  which  allowed  him 
to  place  Rep.  McKay  on  the 
powerful  House  Appropriations 
Committee  and  its  military 
construction  subcommittee.  He 
pointed  out  that  he  had 
knowledge  of  only  one  other 
occasion  in  history  when  this 
happened  to  a freshman 
congressman. 

The  Speaker  cited  Mr.  McKay’s 
“character,  ability  and  devotion,” 
stating  that  “if  he  is  kept  in 


Congress,  he  will  become  a figure 
of  national  importance.” 

Rep.  McKay,  during  his  speech 
to  supporters  which  followed  that 
of  Albert’s,  announced  he  will 
seek  re-election  to  a second  term 
in  the  U.S.  House  of 
Representatives.  One  Republican 
opponent,  Joe  Ferguson,  a Utah 
County  airline  pilot,  has  filed  as  a 
candidate.  The  administrative 
assistant  to  Sen.  Wallace  F. 
Bennett,  Robert  K.  Wolthuis,  has 
taken  steps  to  mount  a campaign 
as  the  Republican  nominee. 


Speaker  Albert 


“I’m  not  one  for  a pullout  from 
Vietnam  without  rhyme  or 
reason— just  simply  to  get  out,” 
Speaker  Albert  said.  “There’s  the 
question  of  deserting  the  people 
who  have  fought  with  us.  And,  of 
course,  there  is  the  overriding 
questions  of  protecting  our  troops 
and  the  release  of  the  prisoners  of 
war.” 

Besides,  Albert  said,  the  nation 
must  maintain  high  priorities  on 
defense  spending  and  not  become 
a second  or  third  rate  nation. 

Albert  said  the  Soviet  Union 
was  trying  to  pass  the  United 
States  in  missile,  naval  and  atomic 
power.  “We  must  maintain  a 
balance  of  power  and  measure  our 
priorities,”  he  said.  He  added  that 
the  country  was  not  born  soft, 
and  called  for  a “liberty  or  death” 
attitudes  from  Americans. 


THE  OKLAHOMA 
DEMOCRAT  predicted  that 
economic  conditions  will  be  the 
deciding  issue  in  the  presidential 
elections  this  year. 

Unemployment  is  the  nation’s 
worst  problem,  and  it  is 
symptomatic  of  everything  else 
that  is  out  of  kilter  in  the 
economy.  Rep.  Albert  said.  He 
was  critical  of  President  Nixon’s 
delay  in  invoking  wage-price 
controls  after  Congress  gave  him 
the  authority. 

He  said  the  administration  of 
the  controls  has  shown  a tendency 
to  freeze  wages  more  than  prices, 
causing  dissatisfaction  because  of 
unequal  treatment.  However,  he 
added,  ‘T’m  not  saying  the 
controls  haven’t  done  some  good 
though.” 

In  a speech  prepared  for  Utah 
County  gatherings.  Speaker  Albert 
said  inflation  can’t  be  stemmed  by 
taking  it  out  of  the  hides  of  the 
unemployed.  An  economic  policy 
that  trades  jobs  for  inflation 
control  isn’t  acceptable,  he  said. 

“Let  me  make  it  clear  that  we 
in  Congress  have  not  been  sideline 
critics  attempting  to  make 
political  hay  out  of  this 
deteriorating  situation,”  Rep. 
Albert  asserted. 

He  pointed  to  legislation 
providing  for  state  and  local 
government  service  jobs  for 
unemployed,  an  accelerated 
public  works  bill  and  a rural 
development  act. 

“The  revenue  sharing  bill,  with 
$5  billion  for  state  and  local 
governments  to  provide  needed 
public  services,  should  be  ready 
for  floor  action  in  May,  and  we 
expect  this  federal  effort  will  have 
an  impact  on  depressed 
communities,”  the  speaker  said. 

SPEAKER  ALBERT,  who 
campaigned  for  Congressman 
McKay  two  years  ago,  praised 
Rep.  McKay  in  his  speeches, 
stating:  “J  cannot  imagine  how 
any  one  individual  could  bring  to 
our  attention  the  needs  and 
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speeials

Banning  X-rated  movies 


R.ecentiy  The  Detroit  News  joined  several  other 
prominent  newspapers  by  refusing  to  print 
advertisements  of  X-rated  movies. 

At  least  16  other  newspapers,  including  the  Daily 
Universe,  had  previously  taken  such  action.  The  Daily 
Universe  itself  does  noP  accept  publication  of  X or 
R-rated  film  ads. 

The  Detroit  News  argued  that  advertising  X-rated  films 
only  “helps  sell  tickets  to  such  films.”  Although  the 
News  anticipates  no  change  in  the  types  of  movies 
produced,  it  did  term  its  decision  a “modest  declaration 
against  the  theory  that  makes  hardcore  sex,  voyeurism 
and  sadistic  violence  the  prime  ingredients  of  art  and 
entertainment  in  the  1970’s.” 

Stanley  Kubrick,  producer  of  the  X-rated  show 
“Clockwork  Orange,”  called  The  Detroit  News' 
anti-democratic,  an  “irrational  diktat,”  and  censorship 
on  par  with  Adolf  Hitler.  Banning  films,  as  Kubrick  put 
it,  is  “to  take  the  first  step  on  a course  that  history 
shows  has  ended  in  a suppression  of  many  other 
liberties.”  Finally,  he  accuses  The  Detroit  News  of 
violating  the  First  Amendment. 

Detroit  Xews 
editorial 

The  following  are  excerpts  from  the  Detroit  News’ 
editorial  of  March  19  entitled,  “News  to  refuse  ads, 
publicity  on  X films.  ” 

The  Detroit  News  announces  today  that,  effective 
next  Sunday,  it  no  longer  will  publish  display 
advertising— or  give  editorial  publicity  to— X-rated 
motion  pictures  and  those  other  unrated  pictures  which, 
in  ourjudgment,  are  of  a pornographic  nature. 

We  anticipate  varied  objections  to  this  program.  > 

Some  will  fault  us  as  “not  with  it,”  as  defenders  of  a 
defunct  moral  cdde. 

Our  answer  is  that,  in  our  view,  a sick  motion  picture 
industry  is  using  pornography  and  an  appeal  to  prurience 
to  bolster  theater  attendance;  quite  simply,  we  do  not 
want  to  assist  them  in  the  process. 

It  may  be  said  that  we  are  restricting  exhibitors’ 
“rights”  to  publicize  films  which  the  courts  have  refused 
to  ban  as  obscene.  Disregarding  our  views  on  the 
“nothing  can  be  done  about  it”  court  approach  to 
obscenity,  we  would  reply  that  no  judge  so  far  has  said 
that  a newspaper  is  required  to  help  sell  tickets  for  such 
films. 

Many  will  feel  we  are  not  going  far  enough,  that  the 
X-rated  should  be  barred  from  our  Movie  Guide  and  that 
similar  bans  should  apply  to  many  films  with  R or  other 
ratings  which  also  may  be  offensive.  Our  answer  is  that 
we  will  continue  the  Movie  Guide  listing  so  that 
neighborhood  movie  patrons  who  do  not  wish  to  attend 
an  X film  can  be  advised  and  avoid  it.  We  agree  that 
some  R and.  other  movies  also  are  offensive  but,  for  the 
time  being  we  plan  to  concentrate  our  restriction  on 
those  films  which  the  industry  itself  classifies  as 
unsuitable  for  nonadult  viewers. 

We  anticipate  no  movie  industry  cleanup  as  a result  of 
our  decision.  Although  we  are  the  largest  newspaper  in 
the  country  to  have  taken  such  a step,  we  recognize  that 
other  advertising  vehicles  are  available  to  the  exhibitors 
both  within  and  outside  Detroit.  Perhaps  the  only  result 
will  be  in  our  own  satisfaction  in  a modest  declaration 
against  the  theory  that  makes  hardcore  sex,  voyeurism 
and  sadistic  violence  the  prime  ingredients  of  art  and 
entertainment  in  the  1970’s. 

Stanley  Kubrick 

Producer  replies 

The  following  are  excerpts  from  a letter  written  by 
British  film  producer,  Stanley  Kubrick,  in  response  to 
the  Detroit  News'  film  policy.  Kubrick  has  produced 
films  such  as  Dr.  Strangelove,  2001,  and  X-rated 
Clockwork  Orange. 

The  Detroit  News  terms  its  decision  to  refuse  to  give 
space  to  advertising,  publishing  or  reviewing  “X”-rated 
or  unrated  films  “a  modest  declaration.”  To  me,  it  seems 


SUCH  A CHARGE  is  absurd.  The  decision  to  refuse 
advertising  “Clockwork  Orange”  or  any  other  X-rated 
film  is  neither  banning  it  nor  violating  freedom  of  the 
press.  If  it  is,  then  so  is  refusing  to  publish  the  addresses 
of  the  local  houses  of  ill-repute. 

The  Detroit  News  did  not  “ban”  any  film.  Only  the 
government  can  do  that.  The  Detroit  News  did  not 
violate  the  First  Amendment,  it  exercised  it.  Freedom  of 
the  press  is  the  right  to  print  as  well  as  the  right  not  to 
print. 

The  fact  is  that  the  motion  picture  industry  is  using 
pornography,  appeal  to  prurient  interest,  and  violence  in 
an  increasing  number  of  films.  Dr.  Victor  B.  Cline, 
University  of  Utah  psychologist,  found  the  following 
film  ratings  of  movies  shown  in  Sait  Lake  City  during  a 
recent  one-week  period:  16  per  cent  rated  X,  24  per  cent 
rated  R,  46  per  cent  PG,  and  14  per  cent  G. 

The  37  movies  surveyed  showed:  59  murders,  89 
“justifiable  killings,”  76  attempted  murders,  11 


rather  to  be  an  irrational  diktat.  In  its  emphasis  on 
protection  and  purification,  on  purging  the  public  mind 
of  what  “in  our  judgment”,  are  motion  pictures  of  a 
pornographic  nature,  it  recalls  the  words  of  another 
arbiter  of  public  morals  and  national  taste  who  said: 
“Works  of  art  which  cannot  be  understood  and  need  a 
set  of  instructions  to  justify  their  existence,  and  which 
find  their  way  to  neurotics  receptive  to  such  harmful 
rubbish,  will  no  longer  reach  the  public.  Let  us  have  no 
illusions:  we  have  set  out  to  rid  the  nation  and  our 
people  of  all  those  influences  threatening  its  existence 
and  character.” 


massacres,  6 bombings,  3 assault  rapes,  168  nude  scenes, 
19  acts  of  explicit  intercourse,  17  acts  of  implied 
intercourse,  3 acts  of  masturbation,  7 scenes  of 
oral-genital  activity,  and  a variety  of  “seductive 
exhibitions.”  That  averages  38  acts  of  violence  and  sex 
per  film.  {National  Observer,  April  29) 

IT  IS  PAST  TIME  that  we  challenge  the  so-called 
“realism”  of  films  which  cannot,  by  any  stretch  of  the 
imagination,  be  considered  wholesome  entertainment. 
We  heartily  support  the  movement  on  the  part  of  many 
newspapers  to  refuse  publicity  of  X-rated  movies  or  any 
other  film  that  may  be  repugnant  or  insulting  to  high 
moral  behavior.  By  doing  so,  even  Stanley  Kubrick 
admits,  the  “newspaper  is  effectively  suppressing  the 
films  it  does  not  like.” 

Only  then  can  reform  take  place.

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Stanley  Snake 

Mormon  tells  of  NIYC  views

“They  knew  I was  a Mormon, 
but  they  still  elected  me— they 
stand  behind  me,”  says  Stanley 
Snake.  . 

The  National  Indian  Youth 
Council  is  the  oldest  (founded  in 
1961)  and  one  of  the  two  most 
powerful  “Red  Power”  pressure 
groups  in  the  United  States.  When 
NIYC’s  president  resigned 
recently,  the  Coundil  chose  BYU 
junior  Stanley  Snake  to  finish  out 
his  term. 

The  NIYC,  in  the  words  of  its 
new  President,  “started  out  to  be 
a civil  rights  organization—it  did  a 
lot  of  protesting,  sign-carrying, 
bad-mouthing.”  And  one  object 
of  the  Council’s  attention  was  the 
LDS  Indian  Placement  Program. 

“I’ve  had  to  answer  twice  to 
NIYC  about  the  Placement 
Program,”  remembers  Snake. 
“Two  years  ago  I went  through 
one  hour  of  interrogation  at 
Oklahoma  University,”  he  recalls 
of  a previous  NIYC  session. 

THE  COUNCIL,  which  coined 
such  terms  as  “Uncle  Tomahawk” 


and  “apple  Indian,”  (red  outside 
and  white  inside),  so 
misunderstood  the  LDS  Indian 
program  that  “they  were  starting 
to  get  plans  together  to  attack 
BYU,  the  missionary  program 
among  the  Indians,  and  the 
Placement  Program,”  according  to 
Snake. 

Indian  objections  to  the 
Placement  Program  were  more 


cultural  than  religious,  explains 
Snake.  Too  often,  in  the  minds  of 
Indian  civil  rights  leaders,  the 
Indian  child  goes  away  to  “white 
man’s  school”  because  his  parents 
want  a good  education  for  their 
offspring,  and  thus  yields  to  the 
blandishments  of  religious  leaders, 
whether  they  be  Mormon, 
Catholic,  or  of  another  faith. 

The  parents  are  later  distressed 
to  see  their  children  return  from 
boarding  school  or  the  Placement 
Program  with  a lack  of  respect  for 
tribal  elders  and  other  “Anglo” 
bad  habits,  remarks  Snake. 

THUS  THE  OKLAHOMA 
junior  has  found  himself,  in  past 
years,  on  a collision  course  with 
some  of  the  more  militant 
members  of  the  NIYC,  although 
he  has  also  encountered 
opposition  at  BYU. 

“When  I first  came  here  as  a 
freshman,  people  called  me  a 
Communist.  . . I’ve  had  a running 
gun  battle  ever  since  1 got 
here.  . . I’ve  been  trying  to  clear 
up  misconceptions  about  the 
NIYC  and  other  legitimate  activist 
groups,”  Snake  says. 

“One  of  the  biggest  problems  is 
trying  to  convince  Mormons  that 
Indians  that  wear  beads  and  long 
hair  are  not  necessarily  bad,”  he 
continued. 

Snake’s  unique  position  as  the 
only  Mormon  member  of  the 
NIYC’s  governing  body  has  been 
beneficial  both  to  the  Church  and 
to  his  own  organization.  “He  has 
given  the  NIYC  a stability  it’s 
never  had  before,”  states  Gerald 
Wilkinson,  NIYC’s  Executive 
Director. 

Snake  feels  that  his  Church 
membership  gives  him  “added 
strength”  in  his  position.  “I  have 
something  none  of  these  other 
national  leaders  have  in  the 
Priesthood  and  a knowledge  of 
where  I came  from  and  where  I’m 
going,”  he  adds. 

SPEAKING  OF  NIYC’s  present 
goals.  Snake  mentions:  bringing  to 
light  discrimination  in 
employment;  exposing  negligence 


and  corruption  in  the  Bureau  of 
Indian  Affairs  (which  administers 
all  federal  dealings  with  the 
Indians);  teaching  the  reservation 
Indians  to  protect  their  natural 
resources  from  outside 
exploitation;  and  educating  the 
Indians  on  how  to  file  court  cases 
and  cope  with  due  legal  process. 

Snake  is  a younger  brother  of 
late  Red  Power  leader  Clyde 
Warrior,  one  of  the  10  founders  of

NIYC;  and  has  thus  been  in 
contact  with  the  movement  for  a 
number  of  years. 

But  Fred  Gowans  of  the  BYU 
Indian  Education  Dept,  feels  that 
Stanley  has  qualities  lacking  in  his 
more  famous  brother. 

“Stan’s  very  bright-his  brother 
acted  more  on  impulse-Stan 
tends  to  sit  back  and  reflect 
somewhat,”  comments  Gowans. 

Gowans  adds  that  he  is 
confident  of  Snake’s  ability  to 
swing  the  powerful  NIYC  “his 
way,”  toward  even  less  militancy 
and  more  emphasis  on  education. 
Snake  himself  sees  the  prime 
objective  of  his  group  as  a “race 
to  get  as  many  educated  people 
through  college  as  possible  as  fast 
as  possible.”

In  typical  baseball  jargon.  Grig 
Clawson  was  “due”  Saturday 
afternoon. 

Going  into  the  weekend  series 
Friday  with  CSU,  Clawson  was 
the  second  best  BYU  batsman. 
But  the  Ram  pitching  staff  sortied 
a slump  of  sorts  on  the 
sophomore.  In  his  first  seven  plate 
appearances  Clawson  had 
collected  but  one  safety. 

THEN  the  law  of  averages  took 
over.  With  two  runners  on  and 
one  out  in  the  bottom  of  the 
seventh  and  final  inning^  in  game 
three  of  the  BYU-CSU  series, 
Clawson  came  to  bat.  The  Cats 
were  down  4-3  as  he  calmly 
collected  his-and  game-number 
two  with  a wrong  field  three-run 
homer  fo  end  the  contest  6-4,  in 
favor  of  BYU. 

The  blast  gave  the  Cougars  a 2-1 
series  advantage  with  the  Rams 
and  leaves  them  solidly  situated 
atop  the  WAC  Northern  Division 
with  a 7-2  record.  CSU,  the 
closest  challenger,  is  now  at  5-4. 
Had  they  won  that  final  series  test 
Saturday  they  would  have  gained 
a tie  with  BYU  in  the  division. 


But  Clawson’s  bat  thwarted  that 
possibility. 

FRIDAY  the  Rams,  behind  a 
brilliant  one-hit  hurling 
performance  by  Felix  Martinez, 
easily  beat  BYU  9-1.  In  Saturday’s 
starter  the  Cougars  evened  the 
series  with  a 14-9  slugfest  win. 

Jeff  Dusek  suffered  the  first  loss 
for  the  Cats,  as  he  allowed  1 1 hits 
in  the  eight  innings’  work.  Mike 
Staffieri  had  the  only  BYU  bat  to 
hit  safely  off  Martinez.  The  senior 
shortstop  continued  a hot  hitting 
streak  by  going  four  for  six  in  the 
three  game  series,  including  two 
home  runs. 

Mike  Pfitzer  gained  pitching 
credit  for  the  second  game  14-9 
win.  Pfitzer  went  the  distance, 
holding  the  Rams  to  just  two  runs 
until  an  explosive  five-run  eighth 
inning.  He  struck  out  nine  Ram 
batsmen. 

WINNING  pitcher  by  virtue  ol 
Clawson’s  shot  in  game  number 
three  was  Steve  Fitts,  who 
scattered  six  hits  and  struck  out 
six  as  he  went  the  distance. 

Brad  Bevan.  BYU  second 
baseman,  continued  his  hitting 


leadership  on  the  team  as  he  went 
four  for  eight  in  the  series. 

Lee  lorg  contributed  two 
homeruns  during  the  series,  while 
Gary  Hatch  and  Dave  Coon  each 
collected  one. 

Game  three  displayed  excellent 
collegiate  baseball.  Colorado  State 
pitcher  Keith  Kasparovitch  and 
Cougar  Steve  Fitts  both  pitched 
the  entire  game.  Each  allowed  but 
two  walks.  There  were  no  fielding 
errors  and  the  scoring  by  both 
teams  came  in  the  fourth  and 
seventh  innings.

Three  more  thinclads 
qualify  for  nationals

Distance  ace  Richard  Reid, 
already  an  All-American  in  cross 
country,  may  well  be  headed  in 
that  direction  in  spring  track 
competition. 

The  sophomore 
“leather-lunger”  qualified  for  the 
NCAA  three-mile  run  on  April  8 
as  he  ran  a 13:57.8  but  that 
wasn’t  enough  to  satisfy  him. 
Saturday  he  won  the  10,000 
meter  run  with  a clocking  of 
29:39.4  (approximately  a 28:44 
six-mile)  to  meet  the  qualifying 
standard  at  the  Mount  San 
Antonio  College,  California 
Relays  and  thus  become  the  first 
Mountain  Cat  thinclad  to  qualify 
for  two  events  tliis  season. 

Several  of  the  Cougars  turned  in 
very  respectable  performances  at 
the  California  meet. 

SHOT  PUTTER  Anders 
Arrhenius  finished  fourth  with  a 
toss  of  61  feet  6 inches. 
According  to  assistant  coach 
Willard  Hirschi  the  burly  Swede 
had  a foul  throw  of  over  65  feet. 

Discus  man  Zdravko  Pecar  had  a 
bad  day,  fouling  three  times.  His 
throws  were  208  feet,  190’  and 
199’.  Had  he  been  able  to  get  one 
of  the  three  to  stay  fair  he  would 
have  finished  third  to  John  Van 
Reenen  and  L.  J.  Silvester. 

Freshman  triple  jumper  Sigurd 
Langeland  failed  to  place  with  a 
very  good  mark  of  50’4”,  a good 
indication  of  the  caliber  of 
competition  available  at  the  meet. 

MARK  LOW  finished  third  in 
the  400  meter  intermediate 
hurdles  with  a clocking  of  :51.9. 
According  to  Hirschi  he  was 
bucking  a strong  wind ' and  his 
own  form  and  rhthm  problems. 

Usaia  Sotutu,  the  smallish 
sophomore  steeplechaser  from 
Fiji,  finished  third  in  the  3000 


meter  steeplechase  with  an 
NCAA-qualifying  9:03.4. 

Other  place  winners  were  Paul 
Cummings  in  the  mile,  third  at 
4:07;  javelineer  Richard  George, 
fifth  with  a 24r6”;  high  hurdler 
Dan  Redfearn,  first  in  his  section 
with  :14.3;  and  the  distance 
medley  team  of  Low,  Doug 
Murdock,  Sotutu,  and  Cummings 
second  at  9:46.0. 

BYU’s  remaining  team  members, 
travelled  to  Salt  Lake  City  for  the 
Beehive  Invitational,  the  title  of 
which  was  long  their  private 
property. 

ALTHOUGH  the  Cats  won  five 
first  places  they  weren’t  able  to 
pull  the  title  out  of  the  fire 
without  the  “cream  of  the  crop” 
and  finished  third  to  Utah  and 
Colorado  State. 

Titleists  for  the  Cougars  were 
Allen  Judd  in  the  880,  Richard 
Yates  in  the  pole  vault,  Steve 
Baxter  in  the  long  jump,  Ace 
Davis  in  the  javelin,  and  the  sprint 
relay  team. 

Freshman  Steve  Young’s 
NCAA-qualifying  ;51.9  second 
place  in  the  intermediate  hurdles 
was  the  best  Cougar  performance. 

Next  competition  for  the 
Mountain  Cats  will  be  of  the  “no 
tomorrow”  variety  as  they  travel 
to  El  Paso  for  the  tenth  annual 
WAC  Championships.  The  Cats 
and  UTEP’s  Miners  are  favored  to 
battle  it  out  for  the  team  title 
again  this  year.  The  Miners  would 
appear  to  be  run-away  titleists  on 
the  basis  of  best  performances  but 
such  things  don’t  really  mean 
much  in  the  final  accounting.

Should  the  weather  be 
inclement  at  any  time  during 
the  week  the  track  team  asks 
that  you  cooperate  and  clear 
the  track  at  this  time  so  they 
can  work  out  and  continue 
their  winning  ways. 


As  expected,  Ray  Leach  won 
the  Cougar  Classic  individual 
championship  at  Riverside 
Country  Club  Saturday.  After  a 
record-tying  64  round  Friday, 
coupled  with  an  opening  70,  the 
premiere  BYU  golfer  led  the  field 
by  four  strokes. 

But  believe  it  or  not,  it  took  a 
final  round  comeback  to  win. 

LEACH  ran  into  trouble  on  the 
windswept  Provo  layout  Saturday. 
After  a bogey-birdie  front  nine 
scramble  he  made  the  turn  at  38 
- two  strokes  over  par. 

The  bogeys  became  more 
consistent.  “It  got  to  be  a habit,” 
Leach  later  said.  Entering  hole  13, 
he  was  four  over  par.  Meanwhile, 
BYU  second  team  player  Robert 
Harris  was  piecing  together  his 
third  straight  sub  par  round. 

As  Leach  stepped  to  the  13th 
tee  he  was  no  longer  the  medalist 
leader.  Harris  was  in  front  by  one 
stroke. 

The  three  time  all-American 
then  went  to  work.  He  birdied  the 
par  five  13th,  ran  in  a 45  foot 
putt  for  a bird  on  14  and  regained 
a one-stroke  advantage  with  a four 
•on  the  par  five  1 5th. 

AFTER  the  birdie  binge,  Leach 
parred  out  the  final  three  holes  to 
preserve  the  lead  and  gain  the 
victory.  His  final  day  73 
combined  with  Friday’s  70-64 
finished  him  at  207.  Harris  scored 
69-69-70  for  a 208  and  second 
place. 

BYU  had  no  trouble  winning 
the  team  championship.  The 
Cougars  finished  at  848,  11 
strokes  better  than  New  Mexico 
and  ASU,  who  both  finished  at 
859. 

JOINING  Leach  on  the 
championship  team  were  Joey 
Dills,  who  carded  a 71-70-73-214, 
Lance  Suzuki,  67-73-73-213, 
Jamie  Edman,  73-68-73-214,  Dave 
Shipley,  70-75-74-219  and  Randy 
Tiesiera,  69-74-73-216.  The  best 
four  scores  were  included  in  the 
team  total. 

The  BYU  second  team,  which 
has  been  compared  to  the  reserves 
on  UCLA’s  basketball  squad, 
placed  fourth  in  the  tournament 
with  an  880  total.  Utah  was  fifth, 
at  886,  Weber  State  finished  sixth, 
scoring  891.  Colorado  placed  at 
901  and  Utah  State  tallied  918. 

Harris’  208  paced  the  BYU 
second  unit.  Mike  Tucker,  with  a 
221  total,  Leigh  Wilkinson,  225, 
Rod  Collett,  226,  Jeff  Ellis,  227 
and  Glad  Overly,  229  made  up  the 
team. 

FINISHING  third  individually 
was  UNM’s  Paul  Simson,  with  a 
211  effort.  He  was  followed  by 
teammate  Dave  Newquist,  212 
and  Suzuki  and  Howard  Twitty, 
ASU,at213.

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Quang  Tri  battle  ‘touch  and  go’ 
While  Nixon  pledges  support 


Candidates  gird  for  primaries 


North  Vietnamese  troops  and 
tanks  pushed  to  the  outer  fringes 
of  Quang  Tri  yesterday,  forcing 
95  American  advisers  into  shelter 
in  the  city’s  center  and 
threatening  to  overrun  South 
Vietnam’s  northernmost 
provincial  capital. 

“They’re  coming  in  there  pretty 
fast.  Things  are  really  looking  bad. 
Everything  is  touch  and  go,”  said 
one  allied  officer. 

According  to  United  Press 
International,  heavy  Communist 
ground  fire  has  prevented 
helicopters  from  landing  in  Quang 
Tri  for  five  days  and  the  major 
road  south  has  been  cut  by 
Communist  troops.  A batallion  of 
South  Vietnamese  Rangers  turned 
back  Saturday  after  trying  to 
break  through  from  Hue,  32  miles 
south. 

Brig.  Gen.  Thomas  W.  Bowen, 
deputy  senior  U.S.  adviser  in  the 
area,  said  in  Hue  the  situation  in 
Quang  Tri  was  “tenuous.” 

The  Communists  advanced 
despite  more  than  250  missions  in 
the  area  by  U.S.  tactical 
fighter-bombers  and  10  raids  by 
eight-engine  B52s  which  carry  30 


tons  of  bombs  each.  The  figure 
did  not  include  raids  by  South 
Vietnamese  planes. 

MEANWHILE  in  Washington 
Secretary  of  State  William  P. 
Rogers  said  that  President  Nixon 
will  take  “all  military  measures 
necessary”-short  of  nuclear 
weapons  and  the  reintroduction 
of  U.S.  ground  troops— to  defeat 
the  North  Vietnamese  invasion 
and  permit  South  Vietnam  to 
survive. 

“I  have  just  talked  to  the 
President  before  I came  to  this 
program,”  he  said,  “and  he  is 
determined,  as  he  said  in  his 
statement  the  other  night,  not  to 
permit  American  lives  to  be  in 
jeopardy.  He  is  determined  to 
proceed  with  the  troop 
withdrawals  on  schedule  and  he  is 
determined  to  take  all  military 
measures  necessary  to  see  that 
South  Vietnam  is  not  taken  over 
by  force  by  the  Communists  as  a 
result  of  this  offensive.” 

But  while  stating  this  tough 
policy  line,  Rogers  said  the  United 
States  still  had  “some  hope”  of 
being  able  to  negotiate  a 


settlement  through  the  Paris  peace 
talks.  U.S.  negotiators,  he  said, 
would  probably  be  able  to  tell 
fairly  soon  if  the  Communists 
were  serious  about  negotiating. 

Rogers  made  his  comments 
during  a television  interview  on 
NBC’s  Meet  the  Press. 

ROGERS  ALL  BUT 
acknowledged  that  the  United 
States  and  North  Vietnam  will 
shortly  resume  the  secret  peace 
talks  which  were  broken  off  in 
November,  1971. 

He  noted  that  Le  Due  Tho,  a 
member  of  the  North  Vietnamese 
Communist  Party  Politburo,  has 
returned  to  Paris.  Tho  had 
negotiated  for  North  Vietnam  in 
the  secret  peace  talks  in  which  Dr. 
Henry  A.  Kissinger,  presidential 
assistant  for  national  security 
affairs,  had  participated. 

Rogers  was  extremely  guarded 
about  the  expected  secret  peace 
talks,  refusing  to  say  who  might 
participate  or  whether  the  United 
States  had  any  major  new 
proposal  to  offer.

because  of  a lack  of  funds.  He 
called  a meeting  of  his  financial 
advisers  Sunday  to  decide  his 
future  plans. 

Primaries  are  scheduled  Tuesday 
in  Ohio,  Indiana  and  the  District 
of  Columbia;  Tennessee  will  hold 
a primary  Thursday  and  North 
Carolina  on  Saturday. 

Also  Tuesday,  Alabama  voters 
will  have  a choice  between  slates 
of  Democratic  convention 
delegates  pledged  to  Wallace  and 
an  unpledged  slate.

Belfast  Protestants 

Worst  riots  in  2V2  years 


TAKE  the  TIME  to  SAVE 


BELFAST,  Northern  Ireland 
(UP!)  - Gunfire  killed  an 
8-year-old  Roman  Catholic  girl 
and  wounded  five  persons  during 
a night  marked  by  the  worst 
Protestant  rioting  in  years,  the 
army  said  yesterday. 

An  army  spokesman  said 
Rosalea  Gavin  died  instantly  in  a 
burst  of  sniper  gunfire  while 
standing  outside  her  home  on  the 
Catholic  side  of  Belfast’s  Old  Park 
Road  district  shortly  after 
midnight.  A man  standing  nearby 
was  hit  in  the  legs. 

The  gunfire  came  from  a 
Catholic  street  in  the  area  and  was 
aimed  in  the  direction  of  an  army 
post  in  nearby  Heathfield  Road, 
the  spokesman  said. 

The  child  was  the  317th  person 
killed  in  Northern  Ireland  since 
British  troops  were  . sent  to  the 
Province  in  August,  1969,  to  quell 
fighting  between  majority 
Protestants  and  minority 
Catholics. 

In  other  isolated  shootings 
during  the  night,  an  army  patrol 
found  a 16-year-old  girl  sprawled 
in  the  doorway  of  her  home  in  the 
capital’s  mixed  Antrim  Road 
district  with  gunshot  wounds  in

her  stomach.  Doctors  said  her 
condition  was  not  serious. 

In  the  mixed  Crumlin  Road  area 
a gunman  sitting  in  a parked  car 
outside  a cafe  shot  and  seriously 
wounded  a Catholic  man  as  he  left 
the  restaurant,  police  said. 

The  shootings  followed  a night 
of  rioting  in  the  capital’s  eastern 
district  by  at  least  600  Protestant 
youths  that  left  at  least  13 
civilians  and  12  policemen 
injured,  and  two  Protestant 
youths  with  gunshot  wounds. 

The  army  said  troops  used  billy 
clubs  and  fired  rubber  bullets  to 
put  down  the  rioting,  described 
by  police  as  the  worst  Protestant 
disturbance  since  a policeman  was 
shot  dead  and  40  other  policemen 
injured  in  rioting  in  the  Protestant 
Shankill  Road  area  of  Belfast  in 
October,  1970.

Defending  President  Nixon’s  antibusing  proposals,  acting  Attorney 
General  Richard  Kleindienst  said  yesterday  that  Nixon’s  policies  were 
aimed  at  meeting  “an  urgent  need  for  school  desegregation  standards 
that  can  be  applied  uniformly  throughout  the  nation.” 

Kleindienst  defended  the  President’s  plea  for  a moratorium  on 
further  court  orders  for  busing  plus  the  establishment  of  equal 
educational  opportunity  standards  during  an  hour-long  television 
special  on  “The  Issue  of  Busing.” 

“The  President’s  program,  we  believe,  will  be  accepted  by  our 
citizens-regardless  of  race— who  want  the  best  possible  education  for 
their  children,”  Kleindienst  said. 


Moscow  summit  looms 

Detailed  plans  for  President  Nixon’s  summit  trip  to  Moscow  are 
expected  to  begin  this  week  following  the  weekend  return  of  the 
advance  party  sent  to  the  Soviet  capital  to  make  travel  arrangements. 

The  team,  headed  by  Nixon’s  chief  military  aide,  Brent  Scowcroft, 
had  spent  nearly  two  weeks  setting  up  security,  communications  and 
other  arrangements  for  the  May  22  meeting. 

The  President  will  also  visit  Salzburg,  Austria,  Tehran,  Iran  and 
Warsaw,  Poland  during  the  trip. 


War  and  peace 

Declaring  that  he  hoped  to  find  “a  peaceful,  just  and  fair”  solution  to 
the  Vietnam  War,  Le  Due  Tho,  a ranking  North  Vietnamese  official 
arrived  in  Paris  yesterday  to  aid  in  the  current  U.S.— Vietnam  peace 
talks. 

“I  am  happy  to  return,”  he  said,  “to  bring  the  negotiations  with  the 
United  Stated  to  the  Conference  of  Paris  with  the  aim  of  finding  a 
peaceful,  just  and  fair  solution  to  the  Vietnam  problem.”  • 


Protests  continue 

Antiwar  demonstrations  continued  over  the  weekend,  although  there 
were  signs  the  current  wave  of  protests  were  on  the  wane. 

For  the  second  weekend  in  a row  about  3,000  persons  gathered  for 
an  antiwar  rally  in  New  York’s  Washington  Square  Park,  but  only  300 
protesters  marched  in  the  nation’s  capital  for  a widely  heralded  May 
Day  demonstration. 

Small  marches  were  reported  in  Los  Angeles,  Cleveland  and 
Plattsburgh,  N.Y.,  while  about  30  campus  guards  at  Columbia 
University  made  their  way  through  underground  tunnels  to  rout  about 
20  protesters  from  Kent  Hall,  one  of  three  buildings  occupied  by 
demonstrators. 


Nader  speaks  out 

Claiming  that  “deafness  is  one  of  the  most  expensive  physical 
handicaps  a person  can  face  in  the  United  States  today,”  Ralph  Nader 
announced  over  the  weekend  the  establishment  of  a Hearing  Disability 
Task  Force  to  aid  in  the  correction  of  the  situation. 

Nader  said  his  organization  will  seek  to  contact  hundreds  of  the  15 
million  Americans  afflicted  with  some  degree  of  hearing  disability  in 
order  to  provide  guidance  for  those  with  the  difficulty  and  to  find  why 
more  than  75  per  cent  of  this  group  do  not  wear  hearing  aids. 


Needling  causes  heartaches 

Too  much  needling  can  be  painful,  discovered  Ivan  Moroz,  a citizen 
of  the  Russian  Ukraine. 

Awakened  from  his  sleep  by  severe  chest  pains,  Moroz  was  found  to 
have  a three-inch  sewing  needle  lodged  inside  his  left  ventricle. 

Pravda,  the  Communist  Party  newspaper,  announced  that  after  his 
successful  operation  for  the  needle’s  removal,  “the  patient  remembered 
that  he  had  been  sewing  in  the  evening,  and  finishing  the  job,  had  put 
the  needle  on  the  bed.” 

Russia  encourages  Mid-East  strife 

Israeli  Deputy  Premier  Yigal  Allon  stated  yesterday  that  the  Arab 
nations  had  been  encouraged  by  the  Soviets  to  resume  war  in  the 
Middle  East  during  Egyptian  President  Anwar  Sadat’s  recent  Moscow 
visit. 

The  Kremlin  and  Sadat  issued  a communique  at  the  conclusion  of 
their  two-day  'talks  Saturday  declaring  that  Arab  nations  have  “every 
right,  to  use  all  methods”  in  order  to  regain  territory  captured  by  Israel 
in  the  1967  war.

smacked  singularly  of  Steve  Still’s. 

This  inability  to  blend  is  what 
led  to  the  eventual  breakup  of 
Buffalo  Springfield  and  in  a 
similar  example,  of  Traffic.  Thus, 
the  solo  albums  with  the  emphasis 
on  the  composer  being  helped  out 
by  competent  friends. 

So  we  have,  on  the  heels  of  Neil 
Young’s  “Harvest”,  a release  by 
Dave  Crosby  and  Graham  Nash, 
and  one  by  Steve  Stills,  both 
albums  markedly  distinctive. 

If  I said  that  Graham  Nash 
constructed  circles,  and  Dave 
Crosby  drew  curves,  would  that 
make  sense? 

The  Crosby— Nash  release  is 
perfectly  and  succinctly  entitled 
“Graham  Nash/David  Crosby”,  a 
showcasing  of  vocal  harmonies 
and  hypnotic,  hum-along  songs  so 
characteristic  of  the  two.  It  was 
Nash’s  ability  at  harmony  that 
first  attracted  Crosby  to  him  and 
began  the  idea  of  Crosby,  Stills  & 
Nash,  and  it’s  been  Nash  and 
Crosby  more  than  any  other 
members  of  the  supergroup  that 
have  been  able  to  find  common 
ground  in  their  songs,  meshing  so 
well  on  selections  such  as 
“Guinivere”  and  “Lady  of  The 
Island” 

On  the  surface,  one  appears  to 
be  a perfect  antithesis  of  the 


other.  Crosby,  the  outspoken, 
brash,  cynical,  disruptive  lover  of 
the  mind  and  the  mystical 
contrasts  sharply  with  Nash,  the 
down-home,  simplistic  singer  of 
kindness  and  love.  But  there’s  a 
profound  respect  and  admiration 
between  the  two  that  crosses  all 
differences  and  allows  for 
common  ground. 

But  about  the  circles  and  curves 
things.  Nash  is  self-definitive  and 
explanatory.  He  begins 
somewhere,  goes  around  in  a small 
explanation,  then  arrives  expertly 
right  back  where  he  started,  in 
melody  and  lyrics  both.  Each  step 
leads  logically  to  the  next,  as  in 
lines  from  the  opening 
“Southbound  Train”; 

“Equality,  quietly  facing  the 
fist”  or, 

“Fraternity,  failing  to  fight 
back  the  tears”.  Sometimes  he’ll 
merely  turn  a phrase  around  for  a 
profound  effect  as  in  “Strangers 
Room”: 

“And  what  it  is  I’m  running 
from 

“Is  what  it  is  I'm  running  for” 

Crosby,  meanwhile,  has 
continued  in  the  precedent  of  his 
“If  I could  Only  Remember  My 
Name”  with  further  explorations 
into  the  sub-conscious  and  inner
